INGALLS FOR FREE SILVER. 


The Kansas Senator Makes a Speech to His 


w 5 age my 

ASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
Senator Ingalls’ love of a Ss. prs I 
was gratified to the utmost today. Crowded 
galleries and a crowded Senate chamber made 
him feel at home. The interest was greater 
because ‘a good many hearers thought this 
might be the lasttime they would have the 
chance to hear the brilliant Kansan. The 
speech itself was not meant for the galleries, 
It was intended for people out in Kansas and 
was expected to have a direct bearing on the 
pending Senatorial election. For this reason 
the Senator went outside the financial 
question long enough to place himself 
Squarely on record with his party for a 
National Election bill, But the main purpose 
was to show the Kansans that their outgoing 
Senator is with them in their demand for 
more money and plenty of it. ‘The speech, 
rhetorically, was one of the most brilliant 
ever delivered by this eminent orator. He 
used notes, but did not confine himself closely 
to them, and his delivery$was as free and im- 
pressive as ever. The scene on the floor dur- 
ing the delivery of Mr. Ingalls’ most striking 
periods was one long to be remembered. 
Nearly every Senator was in his seat, and the 
spaces back of the desks were filled with mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives and oth- 
ers high in office. The anti-silver Republic- 
ans betrayed from the first great uneasiness, 
which increased as the Senator proceeded. 

The Democratic Senators all wheeled their 
chairs around so as to face Mr. Ingalls and 
gave him their undivided attention. Their 
admiration of the polished oratory of the 
speaker was evidently enhanced by the evi- 
dence which it afforded them of the further 
disintegration in the ranks of their political 
opponents, 

At various times the pungent phrases of Mr. 
Ingalls produced ripples of laughter and 
slight outbreaks of applause, which were at 
once suppressed only to bé repeated. The 
peroration was brilliant and impressive, and 
the whole speech produced a sensation which 
will be undoubtedly felt far and wide. At 
the close there was an outburst of tremendous 
applause, which lasted nearly two minutes 
and was suppressed with great difficulty by 
the presiding officer. 

According to the arrangement made yester- 
day the Senate proceeded to the consideration 
of the Financial bill immediately after the 
reading of the journal. : 

Evils Which Menace the Country. 

Mr. Ingalls took the floor and said that there 

were two portentous evils which menaced the 


spurious suffrage—suffrage . 

the s¢wage of decayed nations; suffrage in- 
timidated and suppressed in the South ; suf- 
frage impure and corrupt, apathetic and in- 
different, in the great cities of the North; so 
that it was doubtful to his mind whether for 
half a century there had been a Presidential 
election inthis country that expressed the 
deliberate and intelligent judgment of the 
whole body of the American people. 

He then referred to the newspaper interview 
had with him several months ago, in which he 
had said that the golden rule and the deca- 
togue had no place in an American campaign. 
ss aotabol superfiuous to explain that in that 
utterance he was not inculcating a doctrine, 
but describing a condition. His statement 
was a statement of fact, not an announcement 
of faith. But many reverend and eminent 
divines, many disinterested editors, many in- 
genious orators perverted this utterance nto 
a personal advocacy of impurity in politics. 
He aid not complain. It was, as the world 
went, legitimate political warfare. 

But it was an illustration of the truth that 
the golden rule and the decalogue ought to 
have a place in political campaigns. “ If the 
enemy smite thee on one cheek, turn the 
other’. was a good precept to follow. 

But he would observe that until that precept 
was more generally observed, or was likely to 
be, if his political enemy sinote him on one 
cheek, instead of turning to him the other he 
would smite him under the butt end of his 
left ear if he could. [ Laughter. ] 

‘Fraud Worse than Violence, 

If that be political immorality he must be 
included among the unregenerated. The 
Election bill was intended to deal with one 
part of the, great evil to which he had aliuded, 
but it was an imperfect, a partial, and an incom- 
plete remedy. Violence was bad, but fraud 
was no better, and it was more dangerous be- 
cause it was more insidious.

BERING SEA COMPLICATIONS, 


There Is Quiet in England—Thé Supreme 
Court Case, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Lowpon, Jan. 14.—If Mr. Blaine has sent a 
communication on the Bering Sea matter to 
Salisbury through the United States Legation 
nothing is known of it there. Mr. Lincoln is 
on the Atlantic and is expected at Southamp- 
ton tomorrow, while the Chargé d’Affaires is 
absent on legation business. Secretary Mc- 
Cormick is absent on leave. The military and 
naval attachés had the legation to themselves 
today. They know nothing about such com- 
munication, and had they known would have 
said nothing. The general impression in dip- 
lomatic circles is that no such communivation 
had been received. The atmosphere seems 
exceedingly calm compared with that of the 
United States, 

The Press Association has information to 
the effect that the British Government ap- 
proves of the appeal made to the United 
States Supreme Court, asking that court to 
issue a writ of prohibition and to annul the 
action of the District Court of Alaska in con- 
demning the British schooner W. P. Sayward, 
which was seized by the United States Gov- 
ernment on the charge of illegally capturing 
seals. Lord Salisbury has always contended 
during the negotiations with the United States 
that the laws of that country did not make 
Bering Sea a mare clausum. The case now 
before the highest court in the United States 
will. be argued on the international question 
whether any Power is entitled to claim fishing 
rights outside the three-mile limit. The 
British Government hopes that the Supreme 
Court will, in its decision on the question nuw 
submitted ‘to it, show that there has never 
been any exclusive rights given to the United 
States to close Bering Sea to the other 
Powers.

The Career of Fitzsimmons, 


Fitzsimmons was born in Halston, Corn- 
wall, England, June 4, 1862. He is, therefore, 
28 years old, or exactly the same age as Démp- 
say. His first appearance in the ring was at 
Jem Mace’s amateur tournament in New 
Zealand ten years ago. Mace was making 4 
tour through the colonies then. Fitzsimmons 
knocked out four men in one night, winnin 
the amateur championship of New Zealan 
and a gold watch. 

A year afterwards Mace again made a tour 
of the colonies, and Fitzsimmons knocked out 
five men ina single night, sustaining his title 
to the cham ip. The samé evening he

Slade 
is well known in this country, having made a 
tour of it with Sullivan.

Fitzsimmons’ next fight was with Arthur

After this Fitzsimmons left New Zealand 
and went to Sydney, where he defeated Brin- 
sincad, a 178-pound man, ‘in two rounds. He 
next defeated Jack Greentree in three rounds, 
and followed this victory by whipping Dick 
Sandal in four rounds. He then met Bill 
Slavin, a brothér of the Slavin who came here. 
He won in seven rounds, Fitzsimmons then 
fought r, who recently fought to a draw 
with Starli ht, the colored middleweight 
champion of Australia. He wore eight-ounce 
gloves to his opponent’s unce, but won 
notwithstanding in three rounds. He then 
met Conway champion of Ballarat, and 
put him to sleep in three rounds. _ 

Fitzsimmons’ next battle of importance was 
with Dick Ellis, who was and is now consid- 
ered a good one in Australia, having fought 
three draws with Lang, the well-known Maori 
heavyweight, one under Queensberry and two 
under London prize-ring rules. Ellis weighed 
176 pounds to Fitzsimmons’ 148, but the latter 
won nevertheless in three rounds. 

His next battle was with Jim Hall for the 
middleweight championship of Australia. 
Hali went down in the fifth round, knocked 
out. Starlight was the next victim. He was 
put to sleep in nine rounds, 

Fitzsimmons’ last fight in Australia was 
with Prof. West, a heavyweight, who used to 
exhibit through Australia, knocking out men 
in fourrounds.

THE F. M. B. A. MAN CREATES A SENSA- 
TION AT SPRINGFIELD. 


He Denounces the Charge of a Democratic 
Paper That He Is an Ex-Convict—The 
Matter Turned Over to hn Investigating 
Committee — The Granger’s Peculiar 
Change of Front—A Big Batch of New 
Bills Introduced in the House—Pro- 
cedings in the Senate. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Jan. 14.—The exciting in- 
cident in the House today was the demand of 
Representative Taubeneck, the F. M. B. A. 
member, for an investigation of the rumors 
which have been in circulation for some time 
regarding his past career. 

An intelligent understanding of this little 
episode in the House demands the statement 
at the beginning that for two or three weeks 
past rumors emanating from some mzysteri- 
ous source have been in circulation that Mr. 
Taubeneck once served a term in the peni- 
tentiary for passing counterfeit money, and 
that, never having been pardoned for this of- 
fense, he is ineligible to a seat in the General 
Assembly. 

Immediately after the reading of the journal 
Mr. Taubeneck rose to a question of personal 
privilege, and sent to the clerk’s desk the fol- 
lowing clipping from a St. Louis paper, which 
he asked to be read: 

The Chairmanship of the Committee on Elec- 
tions will be an important one, but nobody seems 
to be sighing for it, There is a pin in F. M. B. A. 
Taubeneck’s seat. Lawrence Kelly, the Demo- 
cratic member from the same district as Taube- 
neck, is not the man who has made the charges 
affecting Taubeneck’s title, but he admits that he 
has heard them. A committee is investigating 
the matter and, if the charges are true Mr. Tau- 
oe right to his seat will be formally con- 
tes 


Mr. Taubeneck said: 

I have heard, Mr. Speaker, some whispering of 
a story afloat since I have been here in regard to 
the contest of my seat, but not until now have I 
seen anything in print in regard thereto. If 
there is a pin in my seat I am anxious to know it. 
[Laughter.] Ifthere has been a committee ap- 
pointed on the Democratic side of this House to 
investigate the pin in my seat I wish théy would 
come forward and produce their proof and make 
their report. I defy them to prove one blot, one 
stain, one blemish in my character or to show I 
am not entitled to this seat. [Applause on the 
Republican side.] The same parties who are 
peddling this story would today crawl before me 
in the dust if they thought by so doing they could 
secure my support for their next candidate for 
United States Senator, [Prolonged applause on 
the Republican side,}] But 1 defy them; and, Mr. 
Speaker, I ask for a full, open, and complete in- 
vestigation of this charge. There is not a scintilla 
of truth in this damnable report.. [Applause. | 

Mr. Dixon made a pvint of order, that no 
contest having been entered against the gen- 
tleman’s seat, the tirade of Mr. Taubeneck 
was out of order. 

The Speaker sustained this by holding that 
a newspaper article about transactions or oc- 
currences outside of the House did not con- 
stitute a question of privilege. 


Callahan’s Resolution to Investigate. 


Mr. Callahan of the Republican side later 
in the day introduced the following resolution 
in regard to Mr. Taubeneck’s complaint: 

WHEREAS, Charges have been made and cir- 
culated affecting the character and standing of 
Herman E. Taubeneck asa member of this House, 

Resolved, That a committee of five members of 
the House be appointed by the Speaker to in- 
vestigate such charges and the origin thereof, 
with power to send for persons and papers and 
take testimony, and to report their conclusions 
to this House. 

**] make a point of order,” said Mr. ©’ Don- 
nell of Cook, ** that ther’ have been no charges 
officially made before this House against the 
gentleman mentioned in‘the resolution.” 

“Tt is true,’ said Mri’Callahan, “that no 
charges have been made publicly in this 
House, but as my colleague and myself pass 
about the streets of this city he has been 
pointed to and charged with the commission 
of grave offenses which, if proven, unfit him 
for aseat in this House. These charges have 
been repeated even by members of the House.

‘* If we are to begin inquiries like this,” said 
Mr. Ramsay, the recent .Democratic Speaker 
pro tem. of the House, “there will be no end to 
our investigations. Why, I have been myself 
branded as a moon-faced despot, [{Uproar- 
ious laughter on Democratic side.| I have 
been within the last few days branded asa 
tyrant, [laughter] and as a gentleman of one 
eye, [laughter] and all the charges have been 
manqreneys to me and my associates. [Gen- 
eral laughter and applause.} Yet I have not 
demanded any investigation.” 

“I dofmot think,” said Mr. Whitehead of 
Cook, “that it is necessary to wait until 
charges are made in the House against a gen- 
tleman before the House can take cognizance 
thereof upon the charges being made publicly 
before the people. It is then the duty of the 
House to take cognizance of it. That is the 
case here.”’ 


Wanted the Charges Definefl. 


“The resolution of the other side is 80 
vague,” said Mr. Green, “that some one 
would be compelled to formulate a complaint 
before the committee if it were adopted. If 
there is any false charge against the gentle- 
man I am one person who will stand in my 
place and see that he is vindicated. [Ap- 
plause.}] If the gentleman insists that he 
wants an investigation of these charges and 
will indicate exactly what these charges are, 
Iam in favor of allowing the investigation.

“There is a precedent in this matter,” said 
Mr. Paddock (Rep.). ‘“‘At the last session 
of this House a gentleman on the other side 
arose and read from a newspaper and deliv- 
ered himself of a speech thereon.

TAUBENECK’S CHANGE OF FRONT. 


His Sudden esire for a Secret Investiga- 
tion—Testimony Before the Committe , 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL, Jan. 14.—Mr. Taubeneck’s 

demand for a “ full, complete, and open in- 

vestigation ’’ of the charges against him was 
succeeded this afternoon by a request to the 

Investigating Committee that its sessions be 

held in secret and that the public and repre 

sentatives of the press be excluded from the 
deliberations of the committee. This change 

of position came like a thumler-clap from a 

clear sky and is the all-engrossing subject of 

discussion tonight. Nobody believes for a 

moment that the charges against. Mr. Tau- 

beneck that he has sérved aterm inthe pen- 
itentiary for counterfeiting and that his citi- 
zenship was never restored by pardon are 
true; but his sudden desire for secrecy has 
naturally awakened the wildest curiosity and 
given rise to endless speculation as to his mo- 

tives. 7 
The committee, consisting of Messrs. Ram- 

say, Enslow, Curtiss, Moore, and Cockrell, 

met this afternoon and Chairman Ramsay read 
the resolution reciting the charges against Mr. 

Taubeneck and authorizing the powers of the 

committee, 

“*T would suggest,” said Mr. Ramsay, “that 
we first send for Mr. Taubeneck and ask him 
to give us a definite statement of the charges 
against him and the names of witnesses he 
8 ts should be called.” 

r. Taubeneck was at once sent for and on 
his appearance before the committee was 
asked by the Chairman to state his wishes and 
suggestions in the matter of a full investiga- 
tion. 

““We are at sea,” said Chairman Ramsay, 
“‘ as to the exact charges against you. If you 
will enlighten the committee with their exact 
nature and suggest the names of witnesses 
and course of procedure necessary to the full 
investigation of the charges, we will be glad 
to follow your suggestions.”’ 

Mr. Taubeneck hesitated to respond and 
exhibited some uneasiness at the appearance 
of a half dozen representatives of the press, 
who were closely watching the proceedings. 

Mr. Curtiss kindly suggested that perhaps it 
might be desired to exclude the representatives 
of the press before Mr. Taubeneck’s state- 
ments were taken. 

‘‘ I think,” said Dr. Moore, “ that when we 
get into work of this character we have to 
guard individual interests. For the present, 
at least, I.think it expedient to have secret 
work.”’ 

At this point} a newspaper man deferen- 
tially suggested that Mr. Taubeneck had de- 
manded a full and open investigation, and 
that the best plan to discomfit his enemies 
would be by a public refutation of the charges 
against him. 7 

Cockrell in Favor of Open Meetings. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Cockrell, firmly, 
** that the people of the State of Illinois have 
a right to know everytbing that is done here, 
and are entitled to the investigations of the 
committee. I cannot conceive of anything 
that can be brought up in this investigation 
that should be kept secret. So far as I am 
interested, I am not mm favor of secrecy. Facts 
are what I want and facts are what the people 
want, I ee the newspaper representa- 
tives here will report the proceedings just as 
they take place.’ 

‘ Mr. Moore suggested that the committee 

should be governed by Mr. Taubeneck’s de- 

sires, and Mr. Enslow announced that he for 
one would willingly abide by whatever Mr, 

Taubeneck desired. This brought the gentle- 

man from Clark to his feet. ee 

“* For the present,”’ said Mr. Taubeneck, ‘‘I 
would rather have the reporters excluded, 
simply for this reason: course whatever 

tothe publie and be 
ouse. But there might 
lots of trifling little things done here that 

I would not like to have go to the public and 

that the public has no business with. For the 

present I would like to have the press -ex- 
cluded,” 

This created a veritable sensation. Without 
awordand without waiting for ‘any formal 
action of the committee the press representa- 
tives retired in accordance with Mr. Taube- 
neck’s request. 

Directly after the representatives of the 
ress retired Mr. Taubeneck was called upon 
or his statement. ‘In addition,” said he, , 

“to the objectionable newspaper article there 

have been rumors floating among the members 

of the Legislature detrimental to my character, 
and, while I have not heard them myself, Mr. 

Callahan, my colleague, has toid me that cer- 

tain Democratic members have made slan- 

derous remarks about me.” 


What Callahan Heard. 

It was moved at Mr. Ramsay’s 
that Mr. Callahan be brought before 
mittee and made to testify. 

Mr. Callahan was found and brought before 
the committee. When questioned he said: 
“ It is stated to me that Representative Kelly 
first re- 
peated the charges here, he having heard them 
from Mr. Taubeneck’s relatives. 

These charges are that Mr. Taubeneck was 
arrested for counterfeiting in Arkansas sev- 
eral years ago, and that he served a sentence 
therefor in the State Prison of Ohio. 

Mr. Callahan also stated that on one occa- 
sion John Tanner and Senator Reavill were 
standing in the corridors of the Leland when 
Mr. Taubeneck passed. ‘“ There goes a jail 
bird,”’ said Mr. vill. Both Representative 
Kelly and Senator Reavill will be examined 
by the committee tomorrow. 

Mr. Taubeneck said he desired that several 
parties from Martinsville and Clatk County 
be brought before the committee. He claimed 
it was from people who were enemies of his 
that the reports started. The committee ad- 
journed to meet at the call of the Chairman 
whenever three witnesses shall be ready to 
appear. 

It is stated tonight that from the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee originated the 
charges asto Mr. Taubeneck’s past record.

FARMERS FORM A CLUB. 


Only Grangers Are Entitled to Membership 
—Ohbject of the Organization. 

SpriInGcFigxp, Iil., Jan. 14.—The farmers of 
both Houses, irrespective of party, met to- 
night at the Capitol Building to form a club. 
Representative Hunter of Winnebago was 
chosen President ; Representative Moore, Vice- 
President; Representative Hunter of Kaorx, 
Secretary ; and Senator Allen, Assistant Secre- 
tary. The following was adopted as Art. 1 of 
the constitution, to be hereafter formed: 


No shall be eligible to membership in 
this club whose principal vocation is not that of 


a farmer. 

Fifty-eight members of the General Assem- 
bly signed the article. The object of the club 
was stated by President Hunter to be for the 
conferring together of farmer members of the 
Legislature on topics of agricultural legisla- 
tion and for the mutual benefit to be obtained 
by talking over any matter of interest to 
farmers. ° 

A resolution that the Chair appoint a commit- 
tee of three from each House to ask the presid- 
ing officers of their respective Houses for proper 
representation on the Committees on Corpo- 
rations, Rai Warehouses, Appropria- 
tions, Pubtic Institutions, Insurance, Revenue, 
Banks and Banking, iculture was 
adopted.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan. 14.—Ex-Mayor Har- 
rison and ex-Senator Riddle of Chicago ar- 
rived in the city today for the purpose of hav- 
ing introduced in the General Assembly a bill 
to enable Boards of Park Commissioners to 
raise money for boulevard purposes and for 
public promenades and pleasure-grounds. It 
was subsequently introduced by Mr. White- 
head. It was prepared by Mr. Riddle and is the 
result of the action of a large meeting of the 
citizens of West Chicago, held at the Illinois 
Club, and provides in substance that a Roard 
of Park Commissioners, owning, controlling 
and maintaining a system of public ks and 
pleasure grounds within the limits of om incor- 
porated city, and who \have no power to sell, 
pee or dispose of the lands so held by 
any suc Board of Park Commissioners, may 
apply to the town authority of the town- 
ship in which any such. park and 
boulevard may be located for the ,issue, 
by such town authorities, of an amount of 
bonds not to exceed $1,000,000, payable at sueh 
time and place, not to exceed twenty years, 
as the Park Board may determine, and to 
draw interest not to exceed 5 per cent per an- 
num, 

Provision is also made in the bill for the 
levy of a tax of two mills and ahaif in addi- 
tion to any other sum now authorized to be 
levied by law.

PLENTY OF THE LYMPH IN CHICAGO. 


Several Doctors Now Have the Koch Rem- 
edy—How the Patients Are Doing. 

If Dr. Koch’s lymph is a certain remedy 
for tubercular diseases there will soon be 
enough of it in Chicago to cure all the con- 
sumptives in the County of Cook. Dr. F. D. 
Owsley, who first applied the remedy here in 
the case of Augusta Hesse, at the 
Polytechnic Hospital Jan. 12, and again *to 
three patients last Tuesday at St. Luke’s 
Hospital, expects a new supply in a day or 
two from Berlin, while Dr. Homer M. Thomas 
of No. 34 Throop street is now, prepared to 
administer the remedy, being in possession of 
the quantity received from Dr. Jones. Other 
physicians also have some of it. 

Dr. Owsley said last night that Miss Hesse 
was getting along well, with all the symptoms 
favorable. 

Dr. Thomas had a small vial of diluted 
lymph on his desk, which consisted of ninety- 
nine parts of distilled water and one part of 
the original lymph liquid. Exhibiting it to 
Tue Tripung reporter, he said: “The in- 
tensity: and virulence of this stuff is simply 
phenomenal. The bite of a rattlesnake or 
cobra is not to be compared with it.’’ 

In the vial there were about seventy-five 
drops, enough for the injection of twenty-five 
patients, and yet it was diluted to 100 times 
the original quantity. 

**T have,’”’ said the doctor, “some patients 
upon whom the remedy is to be used, but they 
are not just yet in a condition to be inocu- 
lated. A case from the country I expected to- 
day, but it did notcome. I also expect a man 
from St. Paul to whom I will administer the 
remedy.”’ 

Dr. Thomas does not appear to have un- 
limited faith in the lymph, and regards its 
use as dangerous in cases of deep-seated 
tubercular disease. 

Dr. Owens of St. Luke’s Hospital has three 
atients whom he has injected with Koch’s 
ymph. He said last night they were showing 

signs of being affected by the injection. The 
point of inoculation in each case was hard- 
ened, swollen, and slightly reddened, as if by 
the sting of a bee, and the temperature was 
slightly raised. 


WORK OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY, 


Managers and Directors Elected and Re- 
ports ot Officers Received. 

The Chicago Bible Society held its meeting 
at the rooms of: the Woman’s Board of Mis- 
sions, No. 59 Dearborn street, yesterday after- 
noon. The Treasurer’s report showed the re- 
ceipt of $9,550 from all sources, expenditures 
being $9,048, leaving a balance on hand of 
$502. This report is for but nine months, 
dating from April 1, 1890, to Jan. 1, 1891, the 
date of the annual meeting having been 
changed from April to January, 

The Ladies Council. which has charge of 
the home work, now has fifteen Bible workers 
in its employ. These have given Bible read- 
ings and held cottage prayer meetings in over 
2,500 homes during the last year. The Rev. 
J. A. Mock, agent of the society, reported the 
distribution and circulation of Bibles for the 
nine months past at 9,238 volumes, valued at 
$2,953. The society elected boards of man- 
agers and directags as follows: .

R. Boyd and Another Man's Wife Said to 
Be Missing from Paducah, Ky.

Boyd, a thember of the well-known Boyd fam- 
ily of Kentucky, 1s in trouble again. Informa- 
tion from Paducah is to the effect that Boyd 
has probably gone off with the wife of a prom- 
inent citizen of that place.

WILL NOT AID GEORGE WESTINGHOUSE, 


The Committee Decides to Return All of 
the Subscriptions. 

Pitrspure, Pa., Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—The 
Advisory Committee of Pittsburg bankers 
and business-men appointed three weeks ago 
to advance a fund aggregating $550,000 for the 
relief of the manufacturing interests of which 
George Westinghouse Jr. is the head, today 
decided to abandon the project and return the 
checks to the subscribers. During the day 
the committee had a lively telegraphic corre- 
spondence with Mr. Westinghouse, who is in 
New York endeavoring to place as much as 
possible of the $3,000,000 preterred stock of 
the electric cOMpany recently organized. He 
telegraphed that he was making splendid 
penenees, and whatever the committee did 

e hoped it would give him a little more time. 
The committee declined to say whether it was 
likely the subscribers to the fund would ap- 
prove its course, nor would it express any 
opinion as to the outcome. It is supposed 
that the fund was deemed insufficient for the 
necessities of the case. 


TO REDUCE THE LENGTH OF COURSES. 


Changes That Are Approved by a Majority 
of the Professors, 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
Harvard College Overseers held their annual 
meeting today.’ On the proposed reduction in 
the length of the Harvard course two reports 
were offered, the majority bearing the signa- 
tures of thirty-four professors, headed by 
President Ehot, and the minority twenty-two 
signatures, with the veteran professor, Francis 
Child, in the lead. The majority in arguing 
for the reduction say that whether eightcen ‘or 
sixteen courses are required the faculty really 
decides on the actual amount of work in the 
end by making courses hard or easy. Better 
work, it is argued, can be done. The sixteen 


the House Committee on Public Buildings 
today he was asked by Chairman Milliken how 
the inadequacy of the Chicago building com- 
pared with that of public buildings in other 
large cities—in Washington, for instance. The 
Washington Post-Office is a miserable pretense 
of a building. Mr. Windrim’s comparison of 
the condition of the two buildings struck Mr. 
Milliken fércibly, for he said emphatically: 
“Then the Chicago building ought to be built 
anew. That’s all.”’ 

The Supervising Architect was before the 
committee about an hour this morning and 
was closely questioned by members of the 
committee and Congressmen Adams, Mason, 
Lawler, and Taylor. Not half of the commit- 
tee were present, but those on hand showed a 
good deal of interest and tried hard to get Mr. 
Windrim to answer unequivocally whether he 
would recommend the construction of a new 
building in view of all the facts. 

The interview began with dn invitation by the 
Chairman to Mr. Windnm to state the condition 
of the building at Chicago, which he did with 
considerable minuteness. He said the struct- 
ure had been erected upon a foundation that 
was not uniform in all its parts, adequate to 
dustain its load in some parts and inadequate 
in other parts. The result was unequal settle- 
ment which disfigures the building and dis- 
turbs its levels, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate collapse or failure of the building. It 
has settled in all ge more or less, he said, 
the parts having the greatest weight having 
settled most, except one corner — settled 
more than the others. The building is out of 
level about five inches—the maximum settle- 
ment is ten inches. 

Settling Fifteen Years. 

Mr. Milliken inquired why he thought there 
was no danger of collapse. To this Mr. Win- 
drim replhed that it had been settling tifteen 
pees and settling uniformly. Continuing, 

e said the settlement had been determined 
by levels and Mr. Lehlbach suggested that 
the monument stones might be at fault, 
that monument stones set in such soil, in 
made ground, perhaps, would be likely to be 
displaced or settle as much or more than the 
building. Mr. Windrim dissented . from 
this suggestion. The building, he 
said, has _ settled and would continue 
to settle. The trouble in Chicago, as with all 
public buildings, was that it did not have suf- 
ficient care-takers. In some cases there are 
not men of sufficient capacity to take proper 
care of the buildings, and there are not 
enough of them, anyway. A good deal of 
money and trouble might be avoided by care- 
ful attention. A little break promptly re- 
ported might be easily remedied, but as it is 
now the care-takers wait until the break is 
very bad or until the damage is great. Mr. 
Lehlibach added: ‘‘Then there are other de- 
lays for inspection, appropriations, etc.’’ 

After further talk about this Mr. Lehlbach 
remarked that he had spent a good deal of 
time in examining the Chicago building him- 
self and it was certainly a failure. Mr. Win- 
drim said there was no doubt about that. Mr. 
Lehibach inquired about the construction of 
annexes, which he favors. ‘‘ Sheds,” said 
Milliken. ‘“* Yes,” said Mason, “ for people 
to tie their horses in when they come to the 
World’s Fair.”’ 

Mr. Windrim made a statement about the 
dimensions, material, and cost of the 
annexes provided for by the Lawler 
bill. Mr. Milliken asked whether it 
would not be economy to make the 
foundation of the one-story annexes stron 
enough to bear the weight of additiona 
stories that might be put on at some future 
time. Mr. Windrim thought it would be im- 
practicable to put on additional stories in such 
close proximity to the defective old building. 
The foundations of the old building would 
have to be reinforced, and while this work 
was in progress it would have to be vacated. 
‘“*If the thought is to erect a permanent struc- 
ture it would be best to remove the old build- 
ing,” he said. 
Needs of the Future. 

Replying to a question whether a new build- 
ing on the present site would be sufficient for 
the needs of the;Government for the next fifty 
years, Mr. Windrim said he did not think any 
one site would be large enough for any of the 
great cities for the next fifty years. There 
will have to be in such cities a principal buila- 
ing with sub-stations connected with the main 
station by pneumatic tubes or other improved 
methods of distributing mails. 

Mr. Lehibach remarked that if it was under- 
stood that a new building was proposed which 
would have to be removed in twenty-five or 
thirty years, in his opinion neither the com- 
mittee nor the House would agree to such a 
proposition. Whenanew building is provided 
for it should be one that would last tifty years, 
and he did not think that the old site would 
do for such a structure. 

Mr. Adams inquired whether the walls of 
the old building are out of plumb, and Mr. 
Windrim recalled the fact that when the 
building was in course of construction it was 
discovered that the walls leaned out, and that 
after the discovery the upper section had 
been made plumb by the manner of 
construction. He said the rods _ put 
through the building some years ago to tie the 
walls were useless, because they tied the outer 
wall to an inner wall, which was hollow, and 
if there had been much strain on the rods the 
hollow wall wou'd have been crushed. The 
defect has since been remedied by filling the 
hollow chamber with concrete, and the rods 
will have some virtue. Mr. Lehibach asked 
whether the leanin 
account of bad workmanship, 
answered that it was due to the bad founda- 
tion. ‘The building will continue to settle un- 
less the foundation is strengthened. The 
foundation ought to sustain two tons to the 
square foot, and to put it in press condition 
by the freezing process would cost $500,000. 
The freezing process, which he explained to 
the committee, was the only plan of reinforce- 
ment that he suggested, and he was not sure 
whether that would be successful. 

Evasive Mr. Windrim, 

At this point Mr. Lawler put this pointed 
question: **Mr. Windrim, if it is not a leading 
question, are you in favor of a new building in 
Chicago?’”’? Everybody looked at Windrim 
expecting a direct answer, but he hesitated, 
threw his head back; and, looking at the elab- 
orately frescoed ceiling, slowly began a re- 
hearsal of points that had already been cov- 
ered in his former statement. When he had 
continued some time without coming to the 
point Lawler interrupted with the remark 
that the Chicago people were not troubling 
about what would do fifty years hence; they 
want to know what should be done now. The ev- 
idence, he said, showed that the receipts of the 
Chicago office justify an -appropriotion of 
$4,000,000 for a new building and he would 
like to know whether Mr. Windrim_ would 
favor the erection of a building in Chicago 
costing $4,000,000 as proposed by Col. Taylor 
instead of $7,000,000 as estimated for at the 
Supervising Architect’s office.

But Congress did not act thus sensibly and 
the roll of the next House of Representatives 
is the record of the result of its foolishness. 

Yet in spite of these facts these Ohio wool- 
growers and these infatuated Republican 
members of the Committee on Ways and 
Means not only insist on preserving these un- 
necessarily high duties on wool and woolens, 
but would make them higher if they could.

THE LAKE-FRONT FORUM. 

Under the orders of the municipal authorities 
it will now be but a short time before the Ex- 
position Building and batteries will be cleared 
off the Lake-Front to make room for more 
substantial and permanent improvgments, 
connected in part at least with the World’s 
Fair. While these buildings are no particular 
ornament to the Lake-Front they have been 
useful for certain public purposes, among 
them the holding of large public gatherings 


gard to the artistic character of their sur- 
roundings. Both the Exposition and the bat- 
tery buildings have been in frequent demand 
for such purposes. For this object they were 
admirably adapted. There was no danger 
that any amount of popular enthusiasm would 
do them any damage or that furniture and 
decorations would suffer from demonstrations, 
however violent they might become. In such 
places the audiences felt at home, and like- 
wise the speakers: Mr. Reed, for instance, 
could not have asked for a more agreeable 
place in which to defénd McKinleyism and the 
force bill, nor Gen. Palmer a_ better place to 
answer him, They could proceed to warm up 
their followers to the highest pitch of enthusi- 
asm without fearing disastrous results to the 
hall. Likewise our Imsh friends felt them- 
selves perfectly at home and at liberty 
even to have a shindy should the situation 
warrant it. Even the set-tos of prominent 
bruisers failed to raise any apprehension as to 
the security of the buildings. They were just 
the places for popular gatherings of a certain 
kind where the sovereigns were not restricted 
by reservations of seats, etiquette as to hats, or 
proprieties as to yelling and whvoping it up. 

When these buildings are gone there will be 
no place left for demonstrations of this kind, 
as they are of a character which is not desir- 
able in equally large halls where the equip- 
ments and decorations might be injured and 
the people would not feel that freedom and in- 
formality which they have enjoyed in the old 
buildings. Their advantages therefore must be 


‘| replaced in some manner, and the proposition 


for the new art and library structure seems to 
supply it. This building, if constructed on 
the plans hitherto suggested, would have a 
central rotunda of more than 200 feet frontage 
and capable of holding between 8,000and 10,000 
people. During the progress of the Fair it 
would, by reason of its shape, be an admirable 
place for the display of statuary, but after the 
Fair had closed and it had reverted to the city, 
what better place could there be for these pop- 
ular gatherings—a great public forum—which 
the other great halls do not care to accommo- 
date? It willbe ample in size, centrally lo- 
cated, rent free, and °o arranged that no de- 
gtee of enthusiasm could disturb its interior. 
It would.be just the place, not for great po- 
litical conventions, associations, and societies, 
or for festivals and concerts, but for purely pop- 
ular gatherings of the informal and unconven- 
tional character which hitherto have been held 
in the Exposition and Battery buildings. The 
city needs such a place and the rotunda or 
forum, as suggested, seems to mest the neces- 
sity. 


THE ROYALTY BILL. 

It ig well known that there is an active 
aggressive, and unstrupulous publishers’ copy- 
right iobby in Washington coaxing, cajoling, 
and bulldozing members of the Senate to pass 
its pernicious trust robbery bill. These lobby- 
ists are approaching Senators with the argu- 
ment that it will be fatal to the principle of 
copyright to amend the bill in any particular, 
unjust and dangerous as its provisions are, as 
this would send it back to the House again, 
and the battle would have to be fought all 
over.. They know that in another battle they 
would lose in the House, for members have 
been hearing from their constituents, and 
hence they say the Simonds bill, imperfect as 
it is, unust be passed or there will be no legis- 
lation. 

This is aradically false statement. Senator 
Teller has introduced a bill which preserves 
the principle of copyright which is equally 
fair to the foreign authors and the American 
readers and which would remove the re- 
motest danger of the great book trust which 
will be inevitable in case the International 
Copyright bill passes the Senate. It is un- 
fortunate, however, that the Teller bill has no 
lobby back of it. It is the people’s bill. It 
has no wéalthy publishing houses to urge it 
with influence or with money. It has no 
bureau, no beneficiaries, no machinery. It 
has no special pressure it can bring 
tobear. It has to stand upon its merits, but 
its merits are honesty, fairness, and justice, as 
opposed to the sordid greed of great publish- 
ing houses at the East which are preparing to 
enter into a combination to push up prices on 
American readers, control publication, kill off 
cae ee publishers, wipe out the profits 
of booksellers who are not in the publishing 
and set up the worst form of trust

nize Rie It is a plain, simple, ninblial ex- 
pression of honesty, and the only reasonable 
solution of the problem of copyright which 
yet has been offered. 

The: principie of the International Copy- 
right bill is the principle of McKinleyism in 
its most odious form. It strikes at one of 
the necessaries of life; for books in this 
age have come to be well nigh as 
necessary to the people as food and 
clothes, It forces the reader to pay double 
and treble prices even should the trusts so de- 
cide, simply for the purpose of putting 10 or 
15 cents into the authors’ pockets, whereas 
the Royalty bill would accomplish the same 
purpose without adding materially to 
the selling price of a book. As the au- 
thor of this bill says: -“If compensation 
to the author is really the object why not so 
legislate that only the author’s 10 -or 15 cents 
will be added to the selling priee of the book 
instead of enacting a law the direct result of 
which will be to make the reader pay twice or 
three times the present prices to the monop- 
oly so that the reader may pay 10 or 15 cents 
to the author?”? The publisher would still get 
the incidental benefits, the author would get 
all he can get even if the Copyright bil] should 
pass, while the reader would not be taxed two 
or three prices. The Copyright bill is Mc- 
Kinleyism in its worst and most odious form. 
Members of Congress had some experiences 
with the popular view of McKinleyism last 
November. If they pass this swindling Copy- 
right bill they will hear still more from their 
enraged constituents. Why do not the Sen- 
ators at once come to the reécue of the people 
and pass the Royalty substitute for the pend- 
ing trust-monopoly measure? What are the 
Western Senators thinking about? Where 
are the junior and senior Senators from Illi» 
nois in this emergency? 

AN ENGLISH AFFRONT TO THIS COUNTRY. 

The action of the Canadian authorities, 
taken with the consent of the British Foreign 
Office, in seeking to transfer the contention of 
the Bering Sea matter from the form of arbi- 
tration proposed by Secretary Blaine to the 
Supreme Court of this country is both disre- 
spectful and insulting to the Government of 
the United States, Itis simply an effort on 
the part of the Canadians to avoid our treaty 
rights and a thorough investigdnon of the 
whole question and make a point in their fa- 
vor by trick and technicality. If the Supreme 
Court should decide adversely to them it 
would not be binding so far as they are con- 
cerned, If on the other hand it should decide 
in their favor they argue this country would 
be bound by the decision of its highest court 
and Secretary Blaine’s hands would be tied. 
It is an affront which not only should be but 
will be vigorously resented by the Adminis- 
tration, and will call for some plain American 
talk to the Canadian and English Tories. 

In his closing letter to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote Secretary Blaine waived all claims of 
a mare clausum of the Bering Sea, and 
submitted a scheme of arbitration which 
covered the whole ground of. the con- 
tention between the two countries, and 
which categurically would decide exactly 
*what rights we obtained from Russia. That 
scheme submitted six points, including the 
jurisdiction which Russia exercised prior to 
the Alaska purchase, the extent to which it 
was recognized by Great Britain, what rights 
passed under the treaties of 1825 and 1867, 
what the rights of the United States now 
are and whence they proceed, how far the 
United States can go in the protection ‘of seals 
in the Bering Sea and the fixing of a closed 
season to save them from extermination. These 
points cover every issue involved in the seal 
question, for no arbitration is asked on the 
question of the mare clausum or of exclusive 
‘navigation of that sea. To this proposition 
for arbitration the English Gove?nment has 
made no reply. 

In this connection it is to be semenabéeal 
that the English Government previously had 
made an w and incomplete proposi- 
tion for arbitration which this Government 
promptly declined to entertain. It did not go 
farther than the submission of a single phase 
of the question involving a matter of dam- 
ages for seizing some poaching vessels caught in 
the act and indemnity for imaginary losses sus- 
tained by those who had been prevented from 
poaching by the action of our cruisers. This 
proposition having been declined, the En- 
glish Government found itself confronted 
with the counterproposition. If it should re- 
ject it, it would stand in a questionable atti- 
tude before the nations, and it could not go on 
defending the Canadian poachers without the 
danger of war. In this dilemma it has evaded 
the proposition altogether, and without deign- 
ing to make reply, without either accepting or 
rejecting it, it has ignored the Executive branch 
of the Government and had the assurance to 
go before the judicial branch upon a narrow 
technicality involving only one phase of the 
question, and the very phase which Mr. Blaine 
declined to submit to arbitration. In other 
words, Sir John Macdonald, the Canadian 
Tory Premier, with the consent of Lord Salis- 
bury, the English Tory Premier, has sought 
by a trick to bring a proposition which the 
country already has rejected inte its highest 
court for a decision, and to ignore entirely the 
counterproposition now pending. The Cana- 
dians merely wapt the question to turn on the 
marine league from shore doctrine and to ig- 
nore treaty rights. 

Whatever may be the decision of the courts 
the marine league will not settle the 
Bering Sea question, nor will it tend 
to strengthen’ the friendly relations of 
the two countries, This is an international 
and a political question which is at issue and 
the Supreme Court has no control over such a 
question, nor do we believe that it will consent 
to be made a party to the proceeding of the 
Canadian or English Tories in ignoring the 
Executive branch of the Government and 
seeking to evade a fair and honest proposition 
upon a marine league technicality which set- 
tles nothing. It is time for plain talk in this 
business. 

THE DEMOCRATIC COMPULSORY EDUCA- 
; TION BILL. 

A Democratic Senator has introduced in 
the State Legislature a bill to take the place 
of the present Compulsory Education law, and 
it is understood that all the Democratic mem- 
bers will support it. It provides among other 
things that it shall be the duty of truant 
officers to catch children who ought to be in 
school but are not and put them either ina 
public school “orin such private school as 
the parent or other person having the control 
of such child may designate.” It is made 
also the duty of these officers to catch truant 
children and return them to the public school 
where they belong, “‘ or to such private school 
as the person having control of such children 
may designate.” 

Commenting on these clausts a Chicago 
paper says:

claim on the State for tuition fees, because 
the teaching of those children by those in 
charge of the private school is a purely volun- 
tary act. They cannot be forced to take a 
single pupil. Could they be compelled to do 
so they might have an equitable claim. But 
they cannot be. When a truant. officer takes 
a child to a private school he acts as the agent 
of the parent, not of the State. If that school 
refuses to receive the child the State can do 
nothing. The parent must settle the matter 
with the parochial authorities if it be that kind 


-ofaschool. Norcan the parent make any 


claim on the State, for it put at his disposal 
a free school which he declined to use. 


Constitution are remarkably strong and clear. 
That fundamental law says: 


The General Assembly shall provide a thorough 
and efficient system of free schools whereby all 


mon-school education. 

Neither the General Assembly nor any county, 
city, towa, township, school district, or other 
public corporation shall ever make any appro- 
priation, or pay from any public fund whatever, 
anything in aid of any church or sectarian pur- 
pose, or help support or sustain any school, acad- 
emy, seminary, college, university, or any other 
literary or scientific institution controlled by any 
church or sectarian denomination whatever. 


This is plain enough, and there is no way in 
which the Legislature can whip the devil 
around the stuthp so that the schooling re- 
ceived by children in private schools can be 
paid for out of funds raised by taxing the peo- 
ple. It may be done perhaps in Wisconsin, 
where the constitutional provision is not as 
rigid as in Illinois, but it cannot be done here. 

Yet it will do no harm to insert in any law 
which may be passed on the subject of com- 
‘pulsory education a provision that the educa- 
tion by a private school of children taken to 
it bya truant officer shall not entitle it to 
make any claim on any one—except it be the 
father of the child, that being a matter the 
State cannot interfere with—for the expenses 
of teaching that child. It is not likely in 
view of the Constitution tbat such a claim 
would be made seriously under any circum- 
stances. With the above-mentioned proviso 
in the law it could not be made possible.

FATTENING UPON CHARITY. 

Liying and fattening upon charity heve 
been reduced to a fine art in some of the New 
England towns, where a fund is set apart for 
the alleged poor and the local Selectmen dole 
out the money or supplies. On certain days 
hours are set apart when the poor can call on 
them and get the outdoor relief. The charity 
is administered for a time; then the people 
begin to grow suspicious and an investigation 
is ordered. Upon every such occasion it is 
found that there is a considerable number of 
persons who make a regular practice of call- 
ing for this relief and who do not need it. In 
Hartford, Conn., for instance, the Charity Or- 
ganization Society of the city has been inves- 
tigating the operations of the alleged paupers 
for the Selectmen. 

The results are somewhat unique. 
have been found who are making a comforta- 
ble iacome out of boarders; widows who have 
strapping sons at work for them ; seamstresses 
who have pianos, Brussels carpets, rosewood 
wardrobes, and sealskin cloaks;* well-to-do 
beggars who do no work and draw regular ra- 
tions of fuel, food, clothes, and money; and 
women who have snug little sums in savings 
banks. In Hartford 500 persons are receiving 
town aid, not one of whom is entitled to it. 
In Norwich forty applicants for town 
charity had from $500 to $3,000 in 
the savings bank, and :one woman, who 


'has been drawing town money for years, 


had the comfortable bank account of $20,000 

The experiences of these cities are duplicated 
all over the State, and as the charity fund in- 
creases yearly the public demand grows pro- 
portionately. 

Such a condition of things unmistakably 
points to the fact that in these New England 
towns there is a large numberof selfish, meap, 
lazy, and thrifty well-todo persons who are 
living upon charity and managing to live com- 
fortably without work. The evil is not con- 
fined to New England. It exists all over the 
country. How to live without working is the 
problem which exercises the talents of thou- 
sands of persons, and it must be confessed 
that the most of them solve it.. Some by the 
adroit application of their wits; others by 
brazen beggary. Thus the charitable tax 
upon the industrious members of the com- 
munity is ggowing yearly to be a greater and 
greater burden. Between the millions of 
money squandered upon the undeserving and 
the millions more consumed by the officials in 
administering charity enormous sums of 
money are thrown away. How tv arrest the 
evil is a problem no one yet has been able to 
solve, especially in large cities, where there is 
every temptation to shirk and “ sojer,”’ to live 
without work, and to prey upon the hard- 
working members of the community. If this 
drain could be cut off it would make an 
essential difference with personal bank ac- 
counts at the end of the year. The moral of 
the story concerns ,itself with the littleness, 
meanness, and selfishness of human nature, 
and the adroitness of men and women in 
seeking to escape from the operation of the 
primal curse. 


A POISON BERRY. 

James H, Berry of Bentonville, Ark., ad- 
dressed the Senate Monday in behalf of a free 
and unlimited coinage of silver before any in- 
ternational agreement is made, and gave the 
following as one of his strongest reasons for 
supporting the Stewart amendment: 


It is my hope and belief that the free coinage of 
silver will enable the mortgage-cursed people of 
the South end West to discharge their obliga- 
tions and to rid their homes from mortgages that 
weigh them down, with less labor, less toil, and 
with amuchsmaller amount of cotton, wheat, and 
corn than is now required, 


.The avowal of this motive for the advocacy 
of a free coinage of silver is more open than 
any previously made in Congress. Berry ad- 
mits his belief that the measure will so de- 
preciate the value of present kinds of money 
that those who have borrowed it will be able 
to repay their debts in ,a currency of far less 
value. And this shameless admission of a dis- 
honest purpose was followed by. an assertion 
that “‘ no man can be elected President of the 
United States by either party who does not 
plant himself squarely on this free-silver plat- 
form,”’ or in other words is not in favor of 
cheating all creditors out of a large per- 
centage of the amount they have loaned 
to borrowers. Berry thus publicly ex- 
presses in the Senate his belief, to be 
sent out broadcast by the Associated Press, 
that a majority of the American people are so 
dishonestly disposed that they desire to cheat 
their creditors,and are intent on electing a 
President and Congress in 1892 pledged to 
aid them im a repudiation of part of what 
they owe while holding on to the capital of 
the men who lent it tothem. This “ poison ”

The amounts are much larger now. The 
latest statement for the National banks gives 
their aggregate deposits as $2,023,500,000. The 
deposits of savings banks in 1889 were $1,444 
391,000 by about 3,900,000 depositors, and the 
present deposits in State banks are probably 
over $1,000,000,000. There must be not far from 
4\¢ billions of deposits in the three classes 
of banks owned by at least five million persons 
—men, women, boys, and girls—constituting & 
huge army of industrial, saving, and business 
classes, and including hundreds of thousands 
of farmers and gardeners. Then there is an- 
other large number of members of building 
associations, to which laboring people have 
loaned one to two hundred millions more. 
He must be a strongly constituted khave who 
would enter with a light heart on the task of 
cheating this multitude out of a quarter ora 
third part of their hard-earned capital. It would 
inflict far less harm on the American people if 
Congress would or could enact a valid law per- 
mitting every one who had borrowed money 
on security of farm land to force his creditor 
to accept 67, 75, or 80 cents on the dollar. In 
that case only the comparatively few creditors 
who hold farm mortgages would be cheated 
out of a part of their dues, while in the other 
a big percentage of the people would be direct 
sufferers and only a small number benefited 
by the legalized robbery which bad Berry and 
his associates have the ees to advocate.

THE RAILROAD COMBINE. 

The new Western Traffic Asseciagon starts 
out bravely on substantially the plan outlined 
by Jay Gould. All of the really important 
roads west of Chicago and the Mississippi and 
between Mexico and Canada have joined in 
the compact except three. These are the Chi- 
cago and Alton, the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Kansas City, and the Memphis and Fort Scott. 
Whether they are holding aloof because con- 
vinced the scheme is impracticable, or for the 
reason that they want a liberal percentage of 
business awarded them as an incentive to 
come in, is not known outside. But it is con- 
sidered probable they will see a way into the 
association if the other lines show that they 
are able to work in harmony for the accom- 
plishment of a common purpose. 

The probability is that the Presidents them- 
selves do not feel sure the combination can be 
preserved intact for a longer time than the 
six months named in the agreement. Some 
of them hope that hy midsummer the advan- 
tages will become so apparent that little diffi- 
culty will be experienced in extending it. This 
may be said to depend on the way they act 
during the winter and spring. If they feel 
strong enough to control the situation they 
may order another advance in rates on the 
plea that the smaller business due to the poor 
crops must be done ac a better rate of compen- 
sation. This is more than half-way prom- 
ised by the casual remarks dropped by in- 
siders, and no doubt the idea will be a tak- 
ing one with stockholders. But would 
not that stroke be a suicidalone? Already 
the average railroad management is suspi- 
ciously regarded by the great mass of the peo- 
plein the States occupied by the principal 
lines in the valleys of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri. Suppose even that the Inter-State 
Commerce law be so amended as to permit 


| the pooling contemplated by the parties to 


this agreement, they would stil: be at the 
mercy of the several States alluded to. -The 
people of Nebraska, Iowa, and Ulinois could 
order a further reduction and make itso 
sharp that the sum of the locals would be less 
than the through rate agreed upon under the 
National law. There isso muchof excite- 
ment on the subject that repressive legislation 
this winter is quite probable, and it might be 
aggressively hostile if the new management 
should undertake to make transportation 
dearer than it 1s now. 

Hence the only hope for success lies in the 
policy of sternly refusing to order an advance 
in rates, and perhaps in giving to the public a 
portion of the saving to be effected in lopping 
off expenses incident to the intense competi- 
tion of the recent past. If by a dropping out 
of agencies and ceasing to give rebates to a 
few favored shippers the new arrangement 
should be able to save, say, 20 per cent of the 
operating expenses, and announce that it 
would give half of this to the public in the 
shape of lower rates, the people might be con- 
tent to see the pooling part of the plan tried, 
and also to modify the present opinion as to 
the motives which actuate Eastern magnates 
in dealing with railroads in the West. 
Otherwise the prospect for friendly railroad 
legislation in the West is not favorable. 

Then remains the question whether the lines 
can be depended on to keep within the terms 
of a bargain which promises them only a little 
good and stop rate-cutting even temporarily 
for the purpose of raising money to carry the 
managers over tight places. More than one 
of the lines might be named as so dangerously 
near the point of bankruptcy that it has only 
been staved off by a resort to desperate meas 
ures. These weaker lines must have business 
or collapse, but they are precisely the ones 
likely to get the minimum amount under a 
pooling arrangement because of their lack of 
influence. Perhaps it would be an object with 
the rest to give these lines just enough to do 
to keep them out of the hands of a receiver 
not a member of the pool, but this would not 
afford much consolation to the stockholders. 

The outlook for the combination is by no 
means a rosy one. The people are not willing 
to pay interest on the whole of this mass of 
inflation, and are sufficiently umited on the 
subject to be able to checkmate any and all 
schemes for making them pay the expenses of 
getting out of difficulties which are solely due 
to the greed of railroad builders and specu- 
lators. 


Senator Inaatzs has come out flatfootedly 
in favor of free coinage for silver, and his 
principal reason seems to be a wish to reduce 
the size of the fortunes of afew men who 
have amassed big fortunes. He is barking up 
the wrong tree. The wealth of Jay Gould 
and his associates is invested mostly in rail- 
road and other properties which will rise in 
nominal value in case of a general advance in 
prices due to a depreciation in the purchasing 
power of the legal tender dollar. They 
would not be bottiered with lending a few 
hundred dollars on a farm mortgage. The 
folks who do that are mostly people of small 
means accumulated by dint of economical 
living on asmall income. They are mechan- 
ics, clerks, farmers, widows left with nothing 
but the proceeds of a life-insurance policy, 
and others with. whom a few hundred or 
thousand dollars constitutes the sum total of . 
worldly wealth. These may not be the people | 
with whom the farmer deals in 
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oney to the agent. It is these and the own- 
ers of deposits in the savings banks and of 
shares in the building associations of the 
country who would be the biggest sufferers by 


a reduction in the purchasing power of the 


dollar. An inglorious victory truly. One of 
which neither those who fought for it nor the 
others who took advantage of it to evade the 
payment of a third of their honest debts 
would have any reason to feel proud.

This time he remained only an hour, but 
when summer came his visits lengthened into 
from two to three hours each. He came 
oftener, too, and one day he made bold to tell

In the summer of 
1886, Miss Chellis testified, she could no longer 
listen to his tale of love unmoved, and they 
agreed to be married Sept. 15 of the same 
year. ' He got a postponement of the wedding 
for a week on the ground that he was building 
a new barn and was too busy to marry.

BIG FAILURE IN 8ST. PAUL. 


The Affairs of the Autographic Register 
Company te Be Wound Up. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., Jan. 14.—[ Special. ]—The 
affairs of the Northwestern Autographic Reg- 
ister company, organized last September with 
a capital stock of $300,000, are to be wound up 
at once, some of the stockholders having be- 
gun legal proceedings to find out just how far 
they are liable for its debts. Louis H. Max- 
field, the manager of the company, has been 
driven insane over its failure and sent away to 
&sanitarium at Battle Creek, Mich., almost 
& total physical as well as mental wreck. 
For Some time the matter of Maxfield’s 
condition had been whispered around among 
his friends, but the general public knew noth. 
ing of the calamity that has befallen him 
until today. Precisely what is the condition 
of the company’s finances cannot yet be told.

Newport, and 100 others prominent in St. Paul 
business and social circles. The stock was is- 
sued in $50 blocks Sept. 16, 25percent of which 
was paid in.

BRAVE EDITS ANNIS, 


Heroic Condact of a Young Girl on Board 
a Fever-Stricken Vessel, 

New Yor, Jan. 14.—[Special,j|—The Atlas 
Line steamship Alvo, from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, arrived here today, having on board 
Miss Edith Annis, the daughter of the late 
Capt. Annis of the British barkentine James 
Hamlin, whose crew were stricken with fever 
during the voyage last month from Santa 
Lucia to Mobile. 

The fever-stricken barkentine was first sight- 
ed by the Pacific Mail steamship Newport, 
which arrived here Jan. 3. Capt. Annis re- 
fused the proffered assistance tendered by 
Capt. Lima of the Newport, saying he could 
reach Mobile unaided. Most of his crew, in- 
cluding his daughter and himself, were suffer- 
ing at the time with a malignant form of 
malarial fever. Capt. Annis died on the day 
following. The mate also succumbed to the 
disease. After the death of Capt. Annis the 
Hamlin put in to Aux Cayes, Hayti, arriving 
there Dec. 22. 

Miss Annis left this evening for her home in 
Liverpool, N.S. Her conduct throughout the 
trying scenes aboard the ill-fated vessel was 
that of a heroine. Although near death’s door 
herself, she bore up with admirable fortitude 
and endurance, nursing the sick and even cook- 
ing the food for the afflicted seamen. Her ex- 
ample lent new courage to the fever-stricken 
crew, who finally managed to bring the Ham- 
lin safe into port. Miss Annis is in a fair way 
toward recovery. She is 19 years old, small in 
figure, and decidedly pretty.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS, 


Congress Should Take Cognizance of Brit- 
ish Action in Court. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
opinion that Congress ought to take cognizance 
of the British Foreign Office’s move in the Bering 
Sea controversy found expression today in a reso- 
lution offered by Representative Enloe of Tennes- 
see. It recites the diplomatic proceedings in re-

To Throw Open the Cherokee Strip.

Mr. Mansur said in explanation 
ofthe bill that the Cherokee Commission was 
bopeless of coming to an agreement with the Che 
rok and therefore this measure was intro 
duced.

Mr. Vilas’ friends are now talking of a Sen- 
atorial caucus next Wednesday, or at latest 
Thursday, and of a nomination by acclama- 
tion. 

The organization of both Houses of the Leg- 
islature was accomplished today without a 
hitch. Lieut.-Gov. Jonas called the Senators 
together, made a brief introductory speech, 
and administered the oath of office to the 
members after they had individually signed 
the same. Senator E.S. Scofield, the Re- 
publican whose seat is being contested by 
John Fetzer, was the first to put his name 
upon the list below the oath. Fetzer’s attor- 
ney is here with all the evidence taken in the 
case, and Mr, Scofield will be unseated short- 
ly. Touse the words of Mr. Wall, the har- 
mony promoter, ‘‘the trial here will be 
before a different kind of jury.’’ The officers 
selected by the Democratic caucus last night 
were then duly elected and the necessary pre- 
liminary resolutions providing for rules and 
comunittees passed. :

MESSAGE OF MINNESOTA’S GOVERNOR, 
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Suggestions Concerning the World’s Fair, 
the Railroads, and Election Laws. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 14.—[Special,]—At 
the morning session of the Senate today Sen- 
ator March of Minneapolis secured the pas- 
sage of a joint resolution providing for the 
appointment of three members from each 
House, one from each political party, to in- 
vestigate into the advisability of Minnesota 
making an exhibition at the World’s Fair in 
1893 at Chicago. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the two legislative 
branches met in the House of Representatives 
and listened to Gov. Merriam’s message. Re- 
ferring to the Columbian Exposition he said: 

The World’s Fair to be held in Chicago in 1893 
will be an event of National importance, and 
proper steps should be taken by the Legislature 
to insure a full exhibit of the resources of our 
State upon that occasion. No means should be 
omitted to have the various advantages of Minne- 
sota made known to the thousands who will visit 
the greatest Exposition of modern times. It will 

necessary, in order that we may receive the at- 
tention commensurate with our wealth ana popu- 
lation, to make an appropriation adequate to the 
proper representation of our vast agricultural and 
mineral products, and to formulate such plans as 
will call the attention of visitors to our match- 
less climate, our educational system, and our 
manifold advantages in all that pertains to indus- 
trial and social life and development. It may be 
deemed wise to create a commission, to whose 
charge this whole matter shall be intrusted. | 
consider this of special importance, and trust no 
means will be omitted to provide for a full and 
complete exhibit, as the results that will accrue 
cannot fail to ve of lasting benefit 

After cautioning the members against the 
tendency toward class legislation, Gov. Mer- 
riam turned his attention to the railways and 
said: 

To my mind one of the atest evils incident to 
railroad management is the pernicious habit in- 
dulged in by too many railroad officials of dis- 
criminating in favor of certain patrons and 
against others. Itis an abuse over which the 
public feel justly incensed. The penalties for dis- 
obedience of the law referring to discrimination 
should beso severe as to administer a lesson to 
him who breaks it that will not soon be forgot- 
ten, 

vag the system of voting the Governor 
said: 

The last islature enacted a law relating to 
the manner of voting and the holding of prima- 
ries in cities in this State containing 10,000 people 
or more, and a test of the plan known generally 
as the Australian system was made at the last 
genefal election. The law in the main worked 
satisfactorily, some minor changes being appar- 
ently necessary to perfect it. In my judgment 
the statute should be so amended as to make it 
applicable to the entire State, and I suggest for 
your consideration the desirability of causing 
such additions to the present laws as will accom- 
plish that result. Public sentiment is fully alive 
to the necessity of throwing such safeguards 
about the ballot-box as will insure purity in elec- 
tions. Nomeans should be spared to prevent 
fraud, intimidation, or corruption at the polls. 


MESSAGE OF GOV. HUMPHREY, 


A Big Document Submitted to the Kansas 
Legislature, 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—Gov. 

Humphrey submitted his biennial message to 
the Legislature at 2 o’clock this afternoon. It 
was « formidable-looking document contain- 
ing 17,000 words. The message treats at great 
length on needed legislation, embodying some 
of the suggestions of the Revision Committee 
which submitted its report some time ago. 
Particular attention was called to the weak- 
ness in the railway laws, but the Board of 
Commissioners was complimented on its ad- 
ministration, The Governor attributes in a 
large measure the downward tendency 
of transportation charges to the  in- 
fluence of the board and with 
a view to prolonging its’ efficiency 
invites attention to the expediency of cunfer- 
ring upon it by appropriate legislation the 
power torequire joint freight tariffs to be 
made over twoor more railroads which con- 
nect with each other, so that continuous ship- 
ments may be made over such connecting 
roads from one point in Kansas to another in 
the same State, such joint tariffs to prescribe 
rates not to exceed beyond reasonable trans- 
fer charges asingle and continuous rate for 
the same distance. The Governor further 
suggests that in addition to the penal- 
ties now provided by law for neglect 
to comply with orders made by the 
board provision should be made for the spe- 
cific enforcement of its orders, and the legal 
effect of such orders should be defined. The 
Governor combats the idea of resting final 
jurisdiction in the boerd unless its character 
is changed so as to constitute it “a court sub- 
ject to the technical rules of law which govern 
these tribunals.’’ He adds: 
_ Its effectiveness largely consists in the fact that 
it may pursue investigations without formality in 
any part of the State, either upon ite own motion 
or upon complaint. This it could not doif it were 
a court.

AFTER THE RAILROADS. 


Many Bills Regulating Traffic in Michigan 
Introduced. 

present Legislature gives every promise of 
breaking the record in the way of half-baked 
railroad legislation. About every second mem- 
ber has a bill leveled at the railroads, and the 
roads bid fair to be so thoroughly regulated 
that they will be regulated out of the State. 
Through Representative Richardson’s bill in- 
creasing the rate of taxation on the railroad 
corporations it is expected that half a million 
will be added annually to the revenues of the 
State, and there are several other railroad 
taxation bills. Representative Swift has in- 
troduced a bill which if it should pass would 
drive several of the weaker roads to the wall. 
Two years ago the Chapman graded fare bill 
passed the Legislature. This act, which has 
since been declared constitutional by the Su- 
preme Court, provided that roads whose gross 
earnings should equal $3,000 per mile should 
carry passengers at a two-cent rate. The 
Swift bill cuts this squarely in two. It pro- 
vides that roads earning $1,500 per mile shall 
not be allowed to charge over two cents.

Proposed New Election Law in Ohio,

machinery in Ohio. Among the bills introduced 
in the Senate were two by Senator Brown of Ham- 
ilton County. The first of these is onc of the 
longest bills, if not the longest, introduced in this 
Legislature. It applies to Ohio elections and the 
system now in vogue in Indiana. This system 
has the main features of the Australian method 
--the booths for secret purification of the ballot, 
the publication by the Boards of Election of bal- 
lots, and the nomination to the Election Boards 
of candidates. A provision of the bill requires 
each ticket to be signed by the clerks of election.

DAMAGING EVIDENCE AGAINST THE 
HOSPITAL ATTENDANT. 


Eye-Witnesses Testify to the Brutal Treat- 
ment Received by the Dead Patient— 
Col. Anthony Simpson Escapes from the 
Kalamazoo Insane Asylum and Claims 
to Have Been Unjustly Confined—A 
Shortage of $7,400 in the Clark County 
(Tll.) Treasury. 

Ricumonp, Ind., Jan. 14.—[Special. }—In the 
trial of James A, Wood, charged with murder- 
ing J. Blount in the insane hospital, Warren 
Blount testified that his son talked to-him 
when he arrived and he saw no marks on him, 
and nothing was said of them by anybody, 
and that Blount recognized his wife. Blount’s 
wife testified that there were no marks on him 
when he left hoine. 

Charles C. Tompkins, an attendant, testi- 
fied that he bathed him when he came to the 
hospital and saw no marks on him and found 
hia’ condition good, save nervousness. That 
Thursday night he saw attendants Wood, 
Marsh, and Peterson and Drs. Wells and Dru- 
ley in Blovnt’s room. Wood held Blount in 
bed. Blount complained of being choked and 
Wood said it was Blount’s delusion. Blount’s 
wife testified that he had no such delusion. 
Dr. Fletcher of Indianapolis testified that 
Blount’s delusion when in his sanitarium was 
that he was aman of greut wealth and influ- 
ence. 

John Marsh, attendant, testified that he saw 
Wood have hold of Blount’s throat. Blount 
tried to push Wood away and Wood struck 
him seven or eight times in the breast with 
his fist and kicked him two or three times, and 
then the doctors came. 


CLAIMS HE IS NOT DERANGED, 


Col. Anthony C. Simpson Escapes from the 
Kalamazoo Insane Asylum.

Col. Anthony C. Simpson, for over thirty 
years one of the leading lawyers of Central 
Pennsylvania, arrived in the city yesterday 
from Kalamazoo, Mich., where he had been 
detained in the Hospital for the Insane since 
the 18th of last October and from which place 
he escaped Sunday night.

A Deficit Discovered in the Treasury of 
Clark County, Illinois.

ADJT.-GEN, VANCE’S REPORT. 


He Recommends an Appropriation for an 
Encampment This Year. 

SprinGFigzp, Ill., Jan.14.—[Special. ]—Adju- 
tant-General Vance has submitted to the Gov- 
ernor his official report for the years 1889 
and 1890, Since the previous report the or- 
ganization of the militia has been modified so 
as to equalize the strength of the two brigades 
and give twelve companies to each in- 
fantry regiment. The First Brigade, Brig.- 
Gen. Charles Fitz-Simons commanding, 
now comprises the First, Second, and 
Third Regiments of Infantry and Bat- 
tery D. ‘The Second Brigade, Brig.-Gen. 
Jasper N. Reece commanding, comprises the 
Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Regiments of In- 
fantry and Battery A. The aggregate strength 
of the Lilinois Guard 1s 8,790 officers and men. 
Concerning its condition Gen. Vance says: 
“*The general condition of the National Guard 
has never been better than at the close of the 
annual encainpments in 1889, and with ade- 
quate appropriations for its future mainte- 
nance it will continue to grow in efficiency 
and popularity and will meet the highest ex- 
pectations of the State.” 

The failure of the last Legislature to make 

an appropriation for an encampment, Gen. 
Vance says, has been very demoralizing to the 
troops in general, and particularly to the 
regiments composed of scattered companies, 
and it has been with great difficulty that some 
of the organizations have been maintained. 
Upon the subject he says: “If the troops are 
to be kept well instructed in their duties, and 
if they are expected to be: equal to any 
emergency requiring their services, it is essen- 
tial that provision be made for their annual 
instruction in camp.,’’, 
_ Referring to the subject of small arms fir- 
ing, Gen. Vance reports that the results ob- 
tained have been highly satisfactory. Out of 
less than three thousand men practicing 2,429 
qualified in the various classes. In 1890 thir- 
ty-eight qualified as distinguished sharpshoot- 
ers. Gen. Vance recommends the purchase 
by the State of a rifle range containing two 
hundred acres forthe use of the Chicago 
troops. He also strongly recommends the 
introduction of military training in the pub- 
lic schools. He recommends the appropria- 
tion of $120,000 for the ofdinary and contin- 
gent expenses of the National Guard for the 
next two years, and of $25,000 for the pur- 
chase and equipment of the proposea rifle 
range at Chicago,

A Widow’s Sensational Claims in a will 
Case Allowed. 

Decatur, Ill., Jan. 14.—[Special.] —A 
peculiar case came up before Judge Vail in 
the Macon County Circuit Court this evening.

COMMENT ON PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


The Lyman Insurance and the Tauabeneck 
| Assessment Bills Criticised. 

Bills similar to the Lyman Insurance bill 
now before the Illinois Legislature have been 
introduced in former General Assemblies, but 
havé never been passéd. The pending bill 
provides. that when fire-insurance companies 
issue a policy of insurance and specify an 
amount therein as the value of the property 
insured, and thereafter charge and receive 
premium on the amount until a total or par- 
tial loss occurs, then ‘such valuation specified 
in the policy shall be conclusively deemed and 


taken as the liquidated and fixed value of the | 


property insured, any clause or condition con- 
tained in the policy to the contrary notwith- 
standing, and the loss, whether total or par- 
tial, shall be adjusted by the company accord- 
ing to such fixed valuation. 

‘“* Every Legislature” said Mr. Moore of 
Moore & Janes yesterday, ** has a bill before 
it providing fora value policy clause. The 
passage of such a law would be a dangerous 
thing to a community. Suppose a merchant 
has $8,000 worth of goods and insures the stock 
for $5,000 fora year. Six months from that 
time -he has run the stock down by legitimate 
trade to $3,000. A fire occurs, and under the 
clause in the policy provided for in Mr. 
Lyman’s bill the company would be obliged 
to pay $5,000 for $3,000 worth of goods. The 
only State having such a law is New Hamp- 
shire, and it has driven all the insurance com- 
panies out of the State.” 

Gen. Ducat of the Home Insurance com- 
pany said he belleved such a clause in the 

licies would be a direct incentive to incen- 
dare and fraud. 

Farmer Taubeneck wants the assessment 
laws changed so that credits secured by mort- 
gage on lands or lots shall be assessed as such

If 1 buy prop- 
erty worth $20,000 and pay $10,000 cash down 
and execute a mortgage for $10,000, when I 
buy it, then the actual property.owned by me 
is $10,000, not $20,000, and the man who holds 
the mortgage owns $10,000 of my lot, hence 
the only capital in existence is the 
paid, and the $10,000. the other fellow paid, 
which makes $20,000 and not $30,000, accord- 
ing to the present law. Another reason is 
that you can’t find out who owns the mort- 
gage to assess it and there is no attempt in 
Cook County to assess mortgages, promissory 
notes, etc., though the !aw stands on the stat- 
ute book. ‘ 

‘+t am opposed in principle to the collection 
of any taxes on personal property. Itis a 
source of corruption. There should bea li- 
eense for every kind of business and rates on 
the heads of families. I am opposed to the 
assessment of personal property for the reason 
that it will not be successful, The system was 
so unsuccessful in England that it has been 
utterly abandoned. Ifevery business had to 
pay-areasonable license and every householder 
that is, 4 person occupying a house for resi- 
dence or business purposes—had to pay a rate 
based upon its rental value, we would avoid 
throwing all the taxes upon the real estate, as 
is now done, and would avoid the farce of at- 
tempting to collect taxes on personal proper- 
ty.. country legislator cannot give up 
thé idea of assessing personal prope upon 
the theory that the wealthy men would esca 
taxes, hence the result is that the farmers, who 
qnly own tangible property, such as horses, 
cattle, etc., which can be seen, pay taxes upon 
their personal property, wile the rich man 
holding stocks and bonds, property which 
cannot be seen, entirely escapes taxation. It 
is 8 farmers cannot see this.

Story About the Extension of the North 
Shore Inlet Tunnel, 

Commissioner Purdy said Tuesday his de- 
partment was not prepared to advertise for 
plans for the extension of the Nurth Shore 
inlet tunnel. Asa matter of fact, advertise- 
ments for bids were inserted in the corpora- 
tion paper three days before. Those adver- 
tisements are peculiar. They are “for the 
construction of a circular brick tunnel seven 


| (7) feet in diameter and about three thousand 


(3,000) feet in length, together with shafts, 


} crib-work protection, etc., being an extension 


of the existing fifteen hundred (1,500) foot 
inlet of the North Side pumping station.” 

There is a story about those plans and speci- 
fications which is not at all creditable to the 
city officials, It is understood that they are 
intended to benefit a certain contractor, who 
can afford to do the work at a moderate price, 
because he can dump the matter taken out for 
tunneling purposes, so as to extend his and 
the Mayor’s lake shore ground. It is under- 
stood, of course, that his bid will not be pre- 
sented in his name. It will be presented in 
the name of some other person. 

The contractor in question has had a corner 
on contrgcts since Cregier became Mayor, and 
his operations on the north shore have been 
the wonder of neighboring property-owners, 
It is even intimated that the new tunnel which 
is an extension of the 1,500 feet inshore inlet 
ofthe North Side Pumping-Works is under- 
daken solely to furnish “filling up” stuff for 
certain water lots. 

The proposed tunnel will end 4,500 feet 
northeast of the North Side Pumping-Works, 
at a point where the water is far from being 
free from pollution, and some of the Alder- 
men cannot understand why the job was un- 
dertaken except it be to further private inter- 
ests. Though the Council on motion of Ald. 
Cullerton has agreed to the job, there is yet a 
chance to prevent it being carried out, as the 
contract will not be let till Jan. 31, 


WATER FAMINE IN LAKE VIEW. 


Anchor Ice Filling Up the Inlets—Work on 
the New Tunnel, 

A water famine exists just now inthe old 
city of Lake View. Last Tuesday the resi- 
dents of that territory practically nad no 
water and yesterday there was a scant supply. 

City Engineer Couk says the trouble there 
is caused by the defective construction of the 
intakes, The latter are ordinary water-mains, 
extending 1,400 and 1,600 feet from shore, 
where the water is but eight and ten feet deep. 
The intakes are little cast-iron structures, 
topped with iron gratings. 

t is the anchor ice that is causing all this 
trouble. Whenever the shore ice gets in the 
vicinity the intakes suck in the anchor ice 
until it fills up the entire inlet. 

Yesterday a gang of men, a tug, and a 
diver were at work and partially succeeded in 
keeping an intiow of water. ngineer Cook 
says it is difficult to keep these cribs free from 
ice, and no permanent relief will be had until 
the new tunnel, now under way, is completed, 

Unfortunately, the new tunnel ‘proceeds 
slowly—at the rate of about six feet per day— 
as the work is in the rocks, The contractors 
have until 1893 to finish it. They are in no 
hurry to finish, as they have a rather fat thing 
in the way of extras for rock cutti It is 
one of the peculiar jobs of the Cregier Admin- 
istration.

THREW UP HIS POST AND SAILED AWAY. 


Strange Conduct of J. KR. G, Pitkin, United 
States Minister to Argentina, 

Buznos Ayres, Nov. 21.—[Correspondence 
New York World.]—Over the door of No. 543 
Calle Florida hangs a tarnished oval shield 
bearing in letters once glittering with cheap 
gold paint the words “* Legation of the United 
States of America.” Up one flight of stairs 
and to the right are the few insignificant 
rooms indicated by the above legend. The 
empty chair, the dust on the table, and a few 
clogged pens tell the story. ‘he legation has 
been deserted, and the Americans in a country 
7,000 miles from home have been left without 
their Government’s protection, and this is how 
it all happened. 

Uct. 8 Mr. Baker, the American Consul in 
Buenos Ayres, was sitting at his desk in the 
Consulate, 07 Calle grimarans oo es = a 
over a pile of papers prepara making 
up the mail for the United Stites, Looking 
up at the sound of footateps, he beheld the 
well-known form of United States Minister 
Pitkin, attired in a traveling suit and having 
all the appearance of a person about setting 
out on a journey. After the usual salutations 
the Minister remarked in an off-hand man- 
ner: * Well, 1 must be going. The steamer 
sails at 11 o’clock.”’ 

The Consul asked him where he was bound 
for and was met with the astounding statement 
that his destination was the United States. 

** What about the legation? Who will take 
charge of it while you are gone?”’ 

‘** Ah, that’s all right. I have arnanged with 
my secretary. Ta, ta,” he went out of 
the door with a wave of thehand. ~ 

Saturday following the Minister’s departure 
Mr. Baker received another caller from the 
legation; this time it was the secretary. He 
walked into the office and took a chair, re- 
marking as he did so: “ Well, the jig’s up. 
My tame expires today and lam going to let 
you play Minister for awhile.” 

‘‘Why, what on earth do you mean?” 

‘* Well, just this. My salary expires today 
and so do my official functions, I am leaving 
at once and you had better go over and close 
up. The landlady has the keys and the seal 1s 
in the table drawer.” 

The Consul sat in his chair and spoke not. 
His surprise was too great. In all his years 
of diplomatic service he had seen nothing to 
equal the surrender of a legation to an Argen- 
tine landlady and the throwing up of the of- 
ficial reins at a time when the utmost watch- 
fulness and care were nevessary for the safety 
of American subjects. 

The facts soon became public through the 
publication of the following paragraphs in the 
Weekly Herald of this city: » 

United States Legation—Mr, Consul Baker has 
locked up the offices of the legation and holds the 
keys, and has warned the owner of the house 
no person is to be permitted to have access to the 
said offices. Mr. Baker has also written to the 
President of the United States to inform him of 
o. curious abandonment of the legation by Mr. 

itkin, 

United States Consul Baker, with his usual 
promptness, closed the United ta tes legation as 
soon as his attention was faet that it 
was left alone and available to aay one who chose 
to go there, and of course he has notified the de- 
partment at Washington of the facts. 

All residents except Americans laughed. The 
Americans gave vent to their sentiments in 
language terse and pointed. Some of 
more prominent requested Consul*Baker to 
notify the State Department at Washington 
what had occurred. He did-so by the next 
mail. The American legation in sthe — 
tine Republic is practically abandoned. e 
offices are cl and’ efi, and the only 
United States official near the Argentine Gov- 
ernment is the Consul.

He left here be- 
fore the election for his post 

John Robert Graham Pitkin was born in New 
Orleans, but educated for the most part in New 
England. After graduation and years spent in 
study and travel he settled down in New Orleans 
and became one of the most aggressive of South- 
ern Republicans. He helped to run the State 
under the reign of Warmoth, Kellogg, Packard, 
Pinchback, and J. Madison Wells. His services 
were duly recognized by his party. For four years 
one of the five Appraisers General of the United 
States and char with the duty of framing tariff 
opinions upon all vexed questions as to imports 
at the seaboard from Sevannah to Mexico, he be- 
came later United States Marshal of Louisiana 
under President Grant, returned to that post with

NATURAL GAS PLAYED OUT IN COLUMBUS. 


The Supply Entirely Shut Off in a Portion 
of the City. 

Corumsus, O., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Trhe 
failure of the EN gas supply in this city 
nearly precipitated a riot among the plumbers 
today, The Central Ohio Natural Gas and 
Fuel company shut it off this morning and 
had arranged with all the plumbers in Colum- 
bus to put every man in their employ to work 
changing the fixtures. The -plumbers saw a 
chance to take advantage of the situation by 
advancing prices and there was a vigorous 
kick. The consequence was the company re- 
fused to stand the raise and put their own 
men to work on the big contract. In order to 
handle the job the gas was turned off on the 
north end mains today and the east end will 
follow tomorrow. 

In speaking of the future supply President 
Deshler said that a new well was being drilled 
in the gas fields, but that it could not be com- 
pleted before six weeks. It was hoped, how- 
ever, that by giving the wells now in use a rest 
they would recuperate and be able to supply 
the demand for at least a portion 
of the time time during the mila 
weather and perhaps during the summer. The 
action In serving all the customers alike was 
taken by the directors on the advice of their 
attorney. The pressure of natural gas this 
afternoon in the belt line registered nothing.

INSPECTOR YOUNG AND THE PACKERS 
INTERCHANGE VIEWS. 


The Men at the Stock-Yards Declare They 
Obey the Smoke Ordinance as Well as 
Hundreds of Others—An Official State- 
ment That Claims They Do Not—What 
the City Has Done Toward Bowing to 
the Law—The Observatory in the Audi- 
torium, 


There is a humorous side even to the appar- 
ently dark and occupation ~ of the 
Smoke Inspector. Asa choice bit of humor 
Chief Inspector Young exhibits the following 
communication, which was left on his desk 
yesterday by Ald. Gahan: 

CuicaGo, Jan. 7.—-Ald. Thomas Gahan—Dear 

: For some time past the city authorities 
have been notifying nearly all parties asng base 
ness in the packing-house district at the Union 
Stock Yards that smoke consumers must be pur- 
chased and put on their furnaces. 

We beg leave to suggest the following am 
some of the reasoys why we think we should n 
be required, forthe present at least, to go to the 
great expense of putting ia smoke : 

First. Some of us have already bought smoke 
consumers, and have, at considerable expense, 
tried various devices to prevent smoke, but with- 
out success, We do not, at present, know of any 
perfect device for the prevention of mone 

The packing-houses are located in a 
district about one mile square, in which no busi- 
ness but that of packing is carried on. There are 
no public streets in the rict. The movement 
of property is almost emp upon railroads. 
There is no movement of any other kind through 
it, either of persons or property, to be annoyed or 
harmed by smoke. The only ns to be found 
there are the owners and employés of the packing- 

ouses, none of whom have ever complained of 
the smoke. 

This district is so remote from the central por,

ardly poss any oe. bas ever com- 
plained of the smoke or been heemed by it. 

Considering these faéts and, further, the fact 
that in the central part of the city hundreds of 
chimneys continue to emit dense smoke where 
smoke is in reality a nuisance, we are unable ta 

derstand why an attempt should be made ta 
prevent smoke where it cannot mae harm any 
one when it has been so far impossible to p 
vent it where it harms so many and where od 
many complain of it. : " 

As you are well acquainted with the situation, 
at the Stock-Yards we beg leave to request you ta 
set this matter in a proper light before the city 
authorities and oblige.

Some of the packers have heretofore used 
smoke consumers of the brick arch class of 
devices. ‘ devices’ usually work well 
enough as long as the arches are new. But 
the arches become glazed quickly and com- 
mence to fall, and unless constantly kept in 
repair will afford no relief. There are a 
variety of devices which do the work of con- 
suming the smoke. If the packers will take 
the trouble to investigate for themselves, in- 
dependent of the personal prejudices of their 
engineers, they have no difficulty in find- 
ing a suitable smoke burner.

Smoke Inspector Young is completing his 
arrangements for locating Deputy Scott on 
the Auditorium tower to pick out the chim- 
neys that violate the city ordinance. A tele- 
phone will be put in today or tomorrow, and 
then Mr. Scott will be ready to hang out a 
sign, *‘ No smoking allowed.” He will sweep 
the business district with his spyglass, and 
every sooty smokestack will be liable to iden- 
tification and tine if the telephone warning is 
not heeded. — 

**T notice in one of our city papers the an- 
nouncement by Mr. L. Z, iter that if he 
were Mayor it would be one of his first of- 
ficial duties to abate the smoke nuisance,” 
said Inspector a yesterday. “‘ This is 
certainly a worthy determination, but Mr.

SAMUEL PLIMSOLL OF LONDON PAYS 
A VISIT TO CHICAGO.

Mie Is Now Interested in the Exportation of 
Beef to England—A Great Admirer of 
Chicago—Lieut, C. H. McLellan Advo- 

eates Pensions for Life-Saving Crews— 
Exhibit of Appliances te Be Made at the 
‘World’s Fair Under His Direction—Ar- 
rivals at the Hotels. 


- Mr. Samnel Plimsoll of London, Engtand, 

who for twelve years was a Member of Parlia- 
ment representing the City of Derby, n Mid- 
land, is at the Auditorium. Mr. Plimsoll 
during the tinte he was in Parliament.wa in- 
defatignable in the interests of the sailors, and 
on account of his hard work in their behalf 
tecaine known throughout England and also 
to a great extent in America as “ The Sailors’ 
Friend.” ‘The visitor is also the author of a 
book entitled, “Our Seamen: An Appeal,”’ 
and in it he most loudly champions the cause 
of the sailor. Mr. Plimsoll at present, how- 
ever, is interested in the shipment of Ameri- 
can beef to England, and to devise tne best 
means to get the meat across the water is 
what he is here for. 

“The annual importation of beef to En- 
giand is 250,000,000 pounds,” said Mr. Plim- 
soll, ‘‘and of course the Englishman wants 
to get his roast in the best condition possible. 
The greater part shipped is dressed beef, but 
some of the cattle are shipped alive. No, I 
cannot say that Iam in favor of sending live 
cattle across the water, for it certainly does 
not improve the stock to have it fourteen days 
on the water. Besides, the suffering of the 
animals is great ana it is impossible to land 
them on the other side in good gondition. A 
committee in England is now considering the 
question as to the best way to ship the beef, 
and the matter rests with the members of that 
committee.”’

) proval . ‘While most of them say it is an im- 
| provement over the old one, inasmuch as it is 
eaiculated to prevent the underhanded cutting 
of rates by traffic managers, yet they are not 
certain it will secure the absolute mainte- 
nance of rates. The managers of the 
weak think it will help the strong 
lines, but they fail to see how their 
own lines will be benefited. The composition 
of the Board of Commissioners is particularly 
distasteful to roads east of the Missouri, 
which have no independent line west of the 
river, as &@ majority of the Commissioners are 
known to be favorable to Gould and Hunting- 
ton and are likely to fix percentages and divis- 
jons of rates that will give the roads con- 
trolled by Gould and Huntington the lion’s 
share of the business. 
~ Neither the Alton, St. Paul and Kansas 
City, nor Fort Scott and Memphis roads have 
changed their attitude towards the new com- 
bination. Their managers say they are as 
"much in favor of maintaining rates and cut- 
ting off useless expenses as any of the combi- 
nation roads, and don’t see’ why they can’t do 
this as well outside the combination as in it. 
The propositions submitted to the New York 
meeting calculated to placate those roads 
were rejected, and those propositions, they 
say, would have done more to secure the 
‘strict maintenance of rates ana cut off useless 
expenses than anything else that was done. 
Chairman Stickney of the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City returned from New York yes- 
terday. He says nothing was done by the 
Advisory Board to change his opinion regard- 
ing the new agreement, and he cannot see any 
improvement in it over the old one. What is 
needed, he says, is a radical change in the 
practice of making rates. Rates are now 
made in an arbit manner and with- 
regard principles.

SALISBURY’S LATEST MOVE A CON- 
FESSION OF WEAKNESS. 


The Attempt to Transfer an International 
Dispute to the Supreme Court an Af- 
front to the American People, Such as 
Only a British Minister "Would Be Ca- 
pable Of—No Probability That the Case 
Will.Be Taken Up by the Judicial De- 
partment of the Government. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
All of the small-fry politicians are cachling 
with ecstasy over the motion made by the 
British Minister in the Supreme Court as a 
counter-coup directed against the policy of 
Mr. Blainein the Bering Sea controversy. 
There are many people in this country so nar- 
row in their partisan spite that they become 
disloyal and unpatrioticin orderto gratify 
that spite. The little partisans who shout the 
loudest over the so-called strategy of the Brit- 
ish Minister would doubtless be very indig- 
nant if they were called anglo-maniacs who 
exaggerate their friendship for a country 
which despises people who toady to it and 
confines its reapect to those who have enough 
self-respect to stand up against Great Britain 
in matters of legitimate dispute. 

In this Bering Sea controversy there are 
only two views—the American view and the 
English. The policy of the Administration in 
sustaining the American view has been the 
policy of .preceding Administrations, whether 
Republican or Democratic. There should be 
no politics init. The British Minister, who 
doubtless congratulates himself upon the facet 
of having made a very brilliant move by at- 
tempting to transfer this case to the Supreme 
Court, should not be in too much haste in his 
content. A prominent lawyer who is familiar 
with the practice of the Supreme Court and 
its traditions said to me today that nothing 
but ignorance upon the part of the British 
Minister of our institutions would have led 
him to bring such a suit. 

“ There is,” said he, ** nothing more perma- 
nently established in the traditions of our 
legal and legislative history than the separa- 
tion of three branches which go to make up 
our Government. The legislative, the execu- 
tive, and the judicial parts of the Government 
are separate powers, and the separation has 
been and will be most jealously guarded. 

“The question involved in this case is one of 
executive action, and as it is executive action 
under international law the Supreme Court 
will sternly refuse to interfere. It requires 
no prophet to make a prediction that this 
case, s0 triumphantly presented as a master- 
stroke by the British Minister, will be peremp- 
torily thrown out by the Supreme Court. The 
British Minister has made this move to conceal 
the sense of defeat at the hands of Mr. Biaine 
at the State Department. To a certain extent 
the attempt to try the case at another 
place is a confession of weakness. The case 
as presented at the Supreme Court is er 
more or less than a case of pettifogging. Suc 
tactics would do very well before a rural jury 
ina provincial court, but when submitted to 
such atribunal as the Supreme Court a re- 
buke will be administered which will not by 
any means strengthen the position of the En- 
glish Minister before the = It is almost 
inconceivable that Lord Salisbury could have 
authorized such stupid procedure, and, of 
course, it must have been authorized or Sir 
Julian Pauncefote would not have presumed 
to present the case. The Supreme Court can- 
not go into tne case. It is wholly outside of 
its province. It is entirely for diplomatic 
negotiation.”’ 

An Affront to Uncle Sam, 

Continuing, he said: “Look over the his- 
tory of all international disputes and you will 
see that they are settled in only one way. 
Imagine for one moment ing 
into a German court to try a question of right 
under a diplomatic dispute. Their policy is 
thoroughly in accord with the prevailing idea 
that we are a young and inexperienced people 
and that we can humbug by a certain 
assumption of authority. It is a continuance 
of the traditional! licy of Great Britain to- 
wards the United States. It is Pm vane based 
upon stupid,ignorance of our affairs, of our 
institutions, and the spirit of our people. This 
is farther aggravated by a contempt for our 
lack of military and naval power. This tradi- 
tional policy of Great Britain towards us has 
led to two wars. Itis not among the moe 
sibilities that we shall have some day the third 
war. Nobody on either side wants it, but the 
combination of stupidity, mnotencs, and 
arrogance displayed by the British Foreign 
Office on all questions of dispute may some 
day make the requisite blunder which will 
produce the explosion. This- Bering Sea con- 
troversy will undoubtedly go to a high court 
of arbitration. 

** The British authorities see that with the 
magnificent presentation of the American 
side made by Mr. Blaine they have no 
case and that the decision must be against 
them. It is really that side which fears arbi- 
tration. This attempt to plead almost a new 
issue and put it in such a form as to obtain 

ibly some sort of negative indorsement 
rom the Supreme Court is only a part of the 
policy of the British Foreign Office to bolster 
up a weak cage before the future arbitrators. 
it is strange that there should be any one in 
this country either so weak-minded or so un- 
patriotic as to take pride in any so-called 

strategy displayed by the British Minister. I 

have no doubt but the Supreme Court will at 

an early day hand this case back to Sir Julian 
and send him back to the State Departmen 
where Lord Salisbury has been so adroitly 
ably discomfited.”’ 

A Lesson in Manners. 

There are different theories published from 
time to time in the country concerning Amer- 
ican manners. Recently an English gentle- 
man sent to Taz Tripone a long article in 
which he made the allegation that there was a 
falling off in the gentility of our people, and 
he made numerous illustrations in support of 
his allegation. Without attempting to traverse 
any of his declarations, I would like to sub- 
mit a case showing that in at least one institu- 
tion of this country good manners of the very 
best sort are t or at least encouraged. 

A duate of the Pennsylvania railroad 
school of manners was conductor on one of 
the limited trains between New York and 
Washington the other night. When he 
entered the first coach he found it crowded, 
and in one of the front seats upon the left was 
ayoung man. He was elegantly dressed. In 
his hand he held a French nével. Upon his 
small and ordinary countenance there sat 
the haughty look of reserve of the imitation 
gentleman. When the conductor entered 
and called for the tickets this youthful per- 
son of the male persuasion affected to be so 
absorbed in his book that the conductor 
passed him by, calling first upon the rest 
of the passengers, even goi clear 
through the train before he returned to dis- 
turb the haughty reader. When the conductor 
came back the poy, yerain still refused to 
pay any attention. conductor waited a 
moment and then called out rather sharply 
for his ticket. The youthful and now thor- 
oughly contemptuous person, noticing that the 
man whom he called the guard of the train 
had addressed him with some brusqueness 
which’ he translated into rudeness, took out 
his ticket from his pocket and without look- 
ing at the conductor threw it upon the floor.

Precautions will be taken to detect any escape 
of gas in these cases. 

hen comes the excessive charge test, in 
which the gun is fired five times as a single 
loader with a powder charge producing one- 
third more chamber pressure than that.of the 
Frankfort cartridge. Finally comes the test 
of ease of manipulation. 

The rifles that pass 'these tests will then be 
subject to four others. The first of these is 
with defective cartridges and dust combined,

five shots, the last two defective ; then without

The tests will be made at the Springfield 
armory, with Frankfort arsenal experimental 
cartridges of Wetteren smokeless powder im- 
ported from Europe. The rifles competing 
niust all be of 30 caliber, which is about the 
minimum of the most successful European 
magazine arms, that of the new model Lee 
being .308, 

Inspector-General Breckenridge in his an- 
nual report says that “ it 1s so injurious to an 
army to know that its arms are obsolete and 
inferior that the demand for something better 
than we have now is very earnest.’”’

Probably no harm has thus 
ted from the failure to supply our 
army with a weapon of this character; but 
this is due to the fortunate continuation of

igh time to furnish at least the regular army 
and portions ot the militia with these modern 
weapons. be me practical trials by the
